Mrs.  Gordon  Hall,  the  tireless,  ever-smiling  "chairman" 
of  the  committee  charged  with  the  operation  of  "The 
Center"  at  116-118  Nassau  Street.  A  native  of  the  tiny 
Island  of  Guernsey  in  the  English  Channel  and  a  resident 
of  this  country  for  the  past  27  years,  Mrs.  Hall  during 
World  War  II  thought  little  of  devoting  l2-to-l6  hours 
a  day  to  war  work  and  now  m  a  world  at  peace  continues 
to  give  five  full  days  each  week  to  the  combined  tea  room 
and  gift  shop  sponsored  by  the  Community  Chest  and 
War  Fund. 

The  daughter  of  John  Gage  Lecky,  a  colonel  in  the 
Gordon  Highlanders,  one  of  the  British  Army's  crack 
regiments,  Mrs.  Hall  at  53  personifies  the  ideals  of  duty 
that  have  long  been  fostered  by  her  predominantly  military 
family.  As  the  youngest  of  five  children  and  the  only 
Lecky  daughter,  she  learned  how  to  get  along  with  four 
pigtail-pulling  brothers,  how  to  make  cooperative  effort 
pay  dividends,  how  to  complete  tough  assignments  with- 
out asking  for  help.  Marrying  in  1918,  when  World  War 
I  brought  her  English  husband  to  her  native  island,  she 
first  saw  New  Jersey  in  1919  and  spent  her  first  14  Ameri- 
can years  in  near-by  Cranford. 

From  1933  until  1940,  before  the  pressure  of  world 
conflict  and  her  desire  to  help  others  lifted  her  into  the 
community  spotlight,  she  averaged  some  50,000  miles  a 
year  at  the  wheel  of  an  automobile,  driving  Mr.  Hall,  a 
farm  consultant,  up  and  down  the  Atlantic  seaboard  from 
Maine  to  South  Carolina.  Her  record  of  no  accidents  in 
covering  a  distance  equal  to  twelve  trips  around  the  world 
was  a  harbinger  of  her  success  in  piloting  local  war  relie' 
agencies  through  the  hectic  war  years.  Entries  on  her  war 
service  record  include  the  chairmanship  of  the  British  War 
Relief,  participation  in  all  civilian  defense  activities  for 
which  she  was  eligible,  responsibility  for  putting  clothing 
and  salvage  drives  over  the  top,  v.'hole-hearted  support 
of  numerous  other  worthwhile  undertakings. 

For  giving  Princeton  a  shining  instance  of  what  a 
volunteer  worker  can  accomplish  in  the  face  of  emergency 
conditions;  for  her  determination  to  help  heal  what  war 
has  stricken;  for  inspiring  in  others  her  faith  in  "The 
Center"  as  an  important  factor  in  community  life;  she  is 
Town  Topics'  candidate  for

At  diagonally  opposite  points  of  Prince- 
ton this  week  the  pace  is  increasing  in 
the  stubborn  battle  against  the  long- 
acute  housing  shortage.

On 
the  Devereux  Memorial  Polo  Keld  (and 
adjacent  property  near  the  Robert 
Wicks'  homestead),  the  University  will 
install  homes  furnished  it  by  the  FHA. 
Occupancy  is  expected  by  the  start  of 
the  Fall  term  in  late  September. 


OPApproved.  Continuation  of  OPA 
controls  in  their  present  form  for  an- 
other 12  months  is  wanted  by  four  out 
of  five  Princetonians.
